Nor leſs iflaftrious doth be tef you, that he 
was by the Mother's fide , who was the Daughter of Inca Huallps Topac , 
one of the Sous of Topac Inca Yupanqui aud of Palla Mama Ocdco, bs 
lawjul Wife , from whom came Huayna Capac Inca, the laſt Xing of Peru. 
Wherefore thy Authour in all by Writings ſtyles himſelf Garg; _ 
becauſe be derived bs Pedigree from the Kings of Peru, who were calle 
Inca's, 4 name it ſeems given ts none but the Royal Family.

And were it not now 2 brave thing, and a Gallantry fit for the Honour of ſuch a 
Feaſt as this, to raiſe up the Heads of all thoſe that were ſlain, with the Head 
of John Pigarro, who was killed above, in yonder Fortreſs, and expoſe them to 
the view of all theſe SpeCtators ? It had been well, if thou conlidered 
theſe particulars, and many others which | could now relate, before thou hadt 
acted ſuch a ſcandalous picce of folly as this. And then turning tothe Deputy, 
Sir, ſaid he, do me that Juſtice, which the nature of this Infolenge requires, 
that y not be affronted nor trampled on by our own Slaves.

ty in a Company. . The number of theſe Negers tncreaied daily, for when 
any of them received the leaſt hard word trom his Maſtcr, ke prefſextly 
forſook his Service, having fo good a Sanftuary, and Receptacle to iy unto. 
For ghis Enterpriſe, and Delign, and to ſuppreſs theſe Negors, Fedro 4 
Orſua raiſed Men; they were called Crmarroncs, whichis « word proper to 
the Language of the Iſle of Aarlovems,. and to theſe Robbers ſeveral of 
the Souldiers of Heonaidez Giren joyned, bring fuch as were baniſhed ard 
tied, - all-' which, or as many of them as were concerped in this matter, 
were pardoned by the Vice-King, The Negers hoding themſelves hardly 
bcſer and diſtreſled, offered to treat and accept Articles of Accommodation x 
which for quietneſs ſake and for peace were granted to them; and accor- 
dingly it-was concladed, That all thoſe, who had unto that time ficd from 
their Maſters, ſhould be Free- men, and continue in their ſtate of Freedom ; 
but for thoſe, who ſhould for the future ckape from their Maſters, the Ci- 
marronts thould be obl to ſurrender them up again to thei, Patrons, 
or pay the-price for them. That « Negor Man, of be- 
ing ill treated by their Maſter, he, or they pay the price, which be, 
or ſhe, or they coſt, the Maſter, or Maſters, _ - ſct them 
at liberty.

ſtance in the ſervice of his Majeſty. Morcover, they added, That it became not 
the Quality nor Office of a Vice-King to ſend ſuch men into Spain with their 
Mouths full of complaiats, to which no doubt but his Majeſty would lend an Ear 
and give Credit; eſpecially ſince nothing could be objefted againſt them of 


Crime or Miſdemeanour, and that in behalf of themſclves they were able to 
make a large relation of their Services and Sufferings for his Majeſty, haviog 
waſted their Lives, and conſumed their Eſtates far the intereſt of the Crown : 


in proof and evidence of which they had their wounds, and their macerated 
bodies to ſhew, and plead for them before his Majeſty. Howſoever theſe conſi- 
derations prevailed not ſo much with the Vice-King, as a courſe of greater ſc- 
verity; for being made angry, and provoked by the evil ſuggeſtions of thoſe 
men, who to diſcover ſecret Cabals and Conſpiracies amongſt them, 
he reſolved to ſend them away, as the beſt expedient to ſecure the Peace of the 
Empire , and that as to what they could ſay in Spain, or what they could do at 
their return from thence to Peru, he little regarded: for in going to Spain, 
ſaid he, they muſt ſpend a year, and in their Negotiations and Solicitations 
there, another would paſs; and a third in their Voyage back: and when they 
bring Letters and Orders intheir own favour; it is then but kiſſing them and 
laying them on my Head, and ſaying, 1 obey ; and atthe end tell them, That 
the King hath no Money nor Means wherewith to reward them : and then 
after they return back again with the ſame complaiats to the King, and 
have traced the ſame circle of buſineſs as before, they will then be, bur where 
they were before, only three years more will have paſſed over their Heads, 
which in all will make up fix, and by that time, none but God knows what will 
become of us. Wirth ſuch thoughts as theſe, the Pretenders were diſpeeded 
into 
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into Spain fo and miſerable, that the richeſt of them bad not a thouſand 


Ducats to defray his Charges ; though ro raiſe this Money, he had fold bis 
Horſe, and Cloaths, and the poor Furnizure of his Houſe : and though ſome of 
them had poſſeſſions of Lands, and fore little Renr, yet the Revenue was (© 
ſmall, that it was ſcarce worth looking after, and ſoremote, that they were 
forced to leave and abandon ir, as of no worth and value to them : for though 
a Perſon ſhould commir his Eſtate, in this manner, tothe Truſt and Management 
of Friends [ESITES remote from Pers , thatroftentimes Friends take 
adva diſtance, and ſong abſence, and make'thar their own, which is on- 
ly to them by others: And thus mbch 1 can arreſt; nd aver upon 
my own experience, who having left ſome Eſtate ard Inheritance of my own 
to the care of another Friend, he made uſe of that confidence 1 had in him to 
cheat and defraud me of what rained to me. 

And this was the caſe of Gemlemen, who left their Eſtates with 
ſome F from whom they no farther afrerwards ; and enquieed of 
me for them, \frer 1 came to Spain, to know of me whether they were alive or 
not, and how, or in what manner they had diſpoſed of their Eſtates : For my 
part | was able to give them bot an account of their matters, for 1 
Lentap) pers. could not look fo far back into” the Eſtates and Concern.

And until the return of this Meſſenger, and his Aſlociates, thoſe ſeat frgm Ctzco 
were dctained as Hoſtages, and Pledges for better ſecurity of the honeſt and due 
performances by the Spamards, The Mciſenger was farther inſtrutted,that after he 
bad applicd bimfſelf ro the Infamre Donna Bearritghe ſhould diſcourſe farther on the 
bufingſs with the Governour of Cozco, and other Perſons, who might ſccure them 
of their fears,and from the apprehenfions they had of falſe and faxthleſs deligns ; 
and ſhould defire both of the Governour, and Dome Beatriz, to ſend unto Jobs 
Sierra tle Leguicamo her Son by Aancio Sierro de Legwicaime, who was one of the 
firſt Conquerours, todeal faithfully with them in this matter, and give to them 
his real opinion, wh=ther they-might cruſt. without rope, or of the
